A new Service Club and Canteen 
will be constructed at the South¬ 
east corner of “B” and 4th Sts. 
On the same location will be a 
combination Theatre and Chapel. 

A Recreation Hall will be con¬ 
structed near PX No. 3. 

A new Mess Hall will be erected 
at the rear of the Service Detach¬ 
ments’ Barracks. Area “A” and 
“B” PXs will be enlarged. 

These facilities are expected to 
be completed in September. 

During the conference our Com¬ 
manding Officer requested that we 
receive appropriations for the con¬ 
struction of four more softball dia¬ 
monds, twenty volley-ball courts, 
twenty badminton courts, two ten¬ 
nis courts, and a swimming pool. 

Although these later requests 
have not been approved, we do 
know that we will receive several 
thousand dollars worth of athletic 
equipment in order to facilitate 
our plans of “Athletics for Every¬ 
one.” 

The new Bowling Alleys will be 
ready for operation on or about 
July 15. The recreation building 
will also house six Pool Tables and 
Ping Pong equipment.

Honors to the “National An¬ 
them” or “To the Color (Stand¬ 
ard).” 

a. Outdoors. Whenever and 
wherever the “National Anthem” 
or “To the Color (Standard)” is 
played (not in formation) — 

1. At the first note thereof, all 
dismounted personnel present will 
face the music, stand at atten¬ 
tion and render the prescribed 
salute, except that at the “Escort 
of the Color” or at “Retreat” they 
will face toward the color or flag. 
The position of salute will be re¬ 
tained until the last note of the 
music is sounded. 

2. Vehicles in motion will be 
brought to a halt. Persons riding 
in a passenger car or motorcycle 
will dismount and salute as direct¬ 
ed in (1) above. Occupants of 
other types of military vehicles re¬ 
main seated at attention in the 
vehicle, the individual in charge 
of each vehicle dismounting and 
rendering the hand salute. Tank or 
armored car commanders salute 
from the vehicle. 

3. The above marks of respects 
are shown the national anthem of 
any friendly country when played 
upon official occasions. 

b. Indoors. When indoors, offi¬ 
cers and enlisted men will stand at 
attention and face the music or 
the flag if one is present. They 
will not salute.—F.M. 21-50 Par. 9. 

For Civilians, same as above, ex¬ 
cept gentlemen remove hats and 
place over heart. Ladies place right 
hand over heart.

Inquiry Service 

Do you have any friend or rela¬ 
tives in enemy-occupied territory? 
Many Americans are separated 
from their friends and families by 
the cruel realities of war. These 
people who suffer the agony of 
separation and isolation are often 
average Americans like you and 
me. 

The American Red Cross, 
through its affiliation with the In¬ 
ternational Red Cross Committee, 
is now the only open medium of 
communication authorized by the 
U. S. Board of Censorship between 
individual in this country and 
their friends and relatives in 
enemy or enemy-occupied lands all 
over the world. It is a reciprocal 
communication system approved by 
the various governments at war. 

By means of standard civilian 
message forms, a message of twen¬ 
ty-five words may be sent through 
a local Red Cross Chapter. This 
goes through the Red Cross Na¬ 
tional Headquarters in Washing¬ 
ton. From there they are sent to 
the International Red Cross Com¬ 
mittee at Geneva, Switzerland; 
thence to the particular country 
concerned. When the person is con¬ 
tacted he may reply on the back 
of the form and this will be re¬ 
turned to the sender through the 
above channels.

Rubber News 

“Only unimportant tonnage of 
crude rubber can be expected from 
all the Latin American projects 
until mid-summer of 1944. 

The guayule and other rubber 
plant projects in this country will 
produce less than 1000 tons this 
year. 

“Even with scaled down rubber 
requirements of the armed forces, 
they will have to have practically 
all the synthetic that can be pro¬ 
duced until late summer of 1944. 

“Sometime between July 1944, 
and January 1, 1945, it is hoped 
that substantial amounts of syn¬ 
thetic rubber can be released for 
civilian use, including needed rub¬ 
ber to replace tires on essential 
vehicles that can no longer be re¬ 
capped. 

“For the next 16 to 18 months, 
we can expect no relaxation of 
present tire rationing regulations 
and rubber conservation measures. 
During that period recapping of¬ 
fers practically the only hope of 
keeping essential transportation 
running.” 

The OPA says that tires are 
being used up EIGHT times fast¬ 
er than they are being replaced.
